Baron Royce-Garrett, for whom 
the authorities have been search- 
ing since identification of his wife, 
has not been found. 

After a preliminary investiga- 
tion this morning, William McRae, 
Acting Justice of the Peace, issued 
orders for police to hold the 
Baron without bond pending in- 
quest into the death of the Bar- 
‘oness. It was in the search fdr 
him that the note was found, it 
was said. 

Miami and Coral Gables police 
have been sent out with Sheriff's 
deputies to aid in the search for the 
missing Baron.

Seven out of 10 of the patiently 
waiting participants in this amaz- 
ing outpouring were women and 
children. 

Mothers with nebes in their arms 
\stood in the pitiles tropical sun 
for hours. Half a dozen children 
were born in the streets. As the 
day wore on the air in the im- 
mense Cathedral became so fetid 
that scores of women and children 
collapsed. 

A picturesque feature of the day 
was the unending procession of 
bridal couples. It is estimated that 
1000 marriages took place in Mex- 
ico in the course of the day. 

At Quadelupe, where hangs the 
sacred picture of the Virgin, the 
shrine of Catholics in Mexico, more 
| than 100,000 persons gathered and 
from dawn to-dusk the great 
i church was packed to the point of 
suffocation.

SENATE 18 YEARS 


Succumbs in Des Moines to 
Heart Disease After Two 
Days’ Iliness, Attributed 
to Overwork. 


LOST TO BROOKHART 
IN RECENT PRIMARY 


Originally a Progressive in 
Politics, He Lately Had 
Been Criticised for Con- 


servative Views. 


By the Associated Press. 

DES MOINES, Ia., July 31.— 
Senator Albert B. Cummins of Des 
Meines, a factor in Iowa politics 
for 39 years and a leader in the 
Republican party since 1908, died 
here late yesterday on the eve of 
his retirement from public “life 
after 18 years in the United Stutes 
Senate. 

Stricken with an attack of heart 
disease early Thursday, the veteran 
leader, who had reached his sev- 
enty-sixth year, failed to rally and 
suffered a relapse yesterday after- 
noon. Senator Cummins had been 
in ill health intermittently for 
seven years, but his death came un- 
expectedly, as it generally was be- 
Neved he had fully recovered from 
past ilinesses. His first serious sick- 
ness came in the midst of his cam- 
paign for re-election in 1920, when 
friends urged him to withdraw be- 
eause of his physical condition, He 
refused, however, and his popular- 
ity returned him to the office he 
had held since 1908. 

Worked on Autobiography. 

Only a few hours before the fa- 
tal attack, the Senator was at work 
on the autobiography which he had 
announced he would start during 
hia final summer vacation as a 
member of Congress. His terin 
would have expired next March, 
and he then would have ended his 
political career, as he was defeat- 
ed by Bmith W. Brookhart for the 
nomination in the June primary. 
Those close to him declared that 
he had regarded the termination 
of his public life as a great load 
off hig shouldera. They attributed 

‘any breakdown which may have 
contribyted to his death to over- 
work before the primary election, 
rather than to subsequent strain. 

Senator Cummins first won ree- 
egnition in Iowa politics as a lead- 
er of the “Progressive element, 
but in later years he was known 
and sometimes criticised for his 
eonservative views. He won spe- 
elal distinction through his im- 
portant part in obtaining such na- 
tional legislation az the Clayton act 
and the transportation act of 1920. 

In 1913, and again in 1916, Mr. 
Cummings approached a presiden- 
tial nomination, and he once re- 
= a vice-presidential nomina- 
tion. 

A_conflict of opinion arose today 
as to the legal method of filling 
the vacancy in the Senate—wheth- 
er b yappointment of the Governor 
er by election. Attorney-General 
Ben Gibson held, however, that the 
State Central Committees of each 
party must reconvene the party 
eonventions to nomniate candidates 
for the unexpired term, which ends 
next March. The short term Sena- 


- tor will be chosen in the Novem- 
- ber election.

In legislative matters, Senator 
Cummins’ deepest interest had long 


eentered in railroad problems and 


the tariff. Although the Esch- 
Cummins transportation act found 
much eriticism in Iowa, the Sena- 
tor was always ready to defend 
it In principle, 

His influence on the tariff iasue 
was even more far-reaching, as he 
viewed it, for he firat nsored the 
"Tewa tdea” in national polities and 
saw it adopted by his party. It 
was based upon the theory that the 
tariff rate should accurately meas- 
ure the difference between cost of 
preduction at home and abroad. He 
hed often ex gratification 
that the latest agitation for agri- 
cultural legislation was based 
upon his old-time lasue—an equal- 
ization of production costs.

Cummins was born 
Pa., Feb. 15, 1850. 
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ALBERT B. CUMMINS, 


Coypty. This brought him into his 
first contact with railroads, upon 
the subject of which he was des- 
tined to become a nationally 
known expert. 

Albert Cummins’ first job as a 
railroad bulider was to complete 
the line of the Cincinnati, Fort 
Wayne & Richmond, through a 
swamp. Completely ignorant of 
the problem that faced him, the 
young surveyor gave all the labor- 
ers a day off and set about finding 
what lay before him. He finally 
completed the job, and did it so 
well that he was hired by the 
Northern Central of Michigan, 
which he built. 

While working in Michigan, 
Cummins met Miss Ida L. Callery 
of Eaton Rapids, Mich., who event- 
ually became his wife. 

Mrs. Cummins died in 1919, 46 
years after her marriage to the 
Senator. 

Capitalists heard of young Cum- 
mins and hired him to help build 
the Denver & Rio Grande. He 
went to Chicago on hig way to 
Denver and suddenly decided to 
quit railroad building and study 
law. Having been admitted to the 
bar in Chicago, he went to Des 
Moines and set about practicing his 
profession. 


Entered Politics in 1887. 


The young lawyer first entered 
the political arena in 1887, when 
he became an independent Repub- 
lican candidate for the State Leg- 
islature and was elected. Five 
years later he was made chairman 
of the State Republican conven- 
tion. Soon afterward he made his 
first campaign for the Senate of 
the United States, still as the can- 
didate of the young independent 
Republicans, He became Governor 
in 1901. During his term the State 
Legislature -passed numerous acts 
ffecting the railroads of the State 
at his behest.

MEXICO CITY, July 31.—Arch- 
bishop Jose Mora y Del Rio, titu- 
lar head of the Catholic Church in 


Mexico, in an interview with the 
New York World and Post-Dispatch 
correspondent yesterday asked that 
the American people be informed 
that the vatican approves whole- 
heartedly of the resistance of Cath- 
olics to the decrees of the Mexican 
Governmnet. 

When the bent old man, worn 
with 50 years in the service of his 
church, received the correspondent, 
long lines of women and children 
were waiting to receive his benedic- 
tion. As he passed, the little ones 
enatched at his hand and kissed it. 
With fine courtesy, the Archbishop 
placed himself at the orders of his} 
visitor.

Statement of Church View. 

By the direction of the Arch- 
bishop, the Episcopate of the 
church gave out this statement, 
which is reproduced in part: 
“All the world knows that in our 
present collective pastoral letter 
we ordered the suspension of 
public worship throughout. the 
Mexiean republic not as a punish- 
ment on the Mexican nation, but 
in view of our inability to submit 
ourselves to the exigencies of the 
Government. These are contrary 
to our consciences and _ religious 
liberty. 
“The Holy Father has approved 
our action. The Mexican people 
has understood the necessity for 
the adoption of this procedure. 
Our consciences are in peace before 
God and the people. But we still 
have a egacred and patriotic duty 
to perform. 
“We must defend the honor of 
the church and Mexican Catholics 
before the entire world. The dec- 
larations of our persecutors have 
little effect on the Mexican people, 
but they may distort the judgment 
of friendly peoples. 

Muzzled in Mexico. 
“It is necessary to speak through 
foreigners because here in Mexico 
our mouths are muzzled complete- 
ly. It is easy to prove by the 
statement of Gen. Calles that the 
intention of the Government is to 
destroy the church through the 
law and without the law. Beliefs 
may be poorly respected while 
maintaining oppressive laws 
against religious liberty. The pres- 
ent laws were made by an armed 
group, all antireligious. They con- 
tain clauses prohibiting religious 
instruction in the schools. They 
provide for subjection of ministers 
of religion to the authority and 
vigilance of the Government. They 
despoil the churches of all mova- 
ble property. They are depriving 
clergymen of the right to vete. 
They prevent the church from 
owning hospitals and asylums. 
They prohibit an appeal to popular 
conscience through the press. They 
contain clauses making the ex- 
istence of the church impossibie. 

Either religious liberty is not te 
be respected or these laws are not 
te be complied with. There is no 
middie ground. Although the Con- 
stitution makes no difference be- 
tween religions, the facts prove 
that only the Catholic religion ig 
subject te persecution. 

“When the religious farce of 
jschismatic religion appeared a 
year ago it received Government 
support. (This refers te the so- 
called Mexican Catholic Church 
which dees not acknowledge th: 
Pope.) The Mexican episcopate in 
its first pastoral ietter asks no 
preference, but simply rea] re- 
ligious liberty ag in the United 
States. 

“The Government sowed the 
seeds of discord when it iasued op- 
pressive laws and the episcopate, 
while it saw no danger to the iife 
ef the church In the enforcement 
ef these laws, preferred simply te 
protest against the Constitution of 
1917 without making open war on 
it.

MEXICAN CHURCH AND STATE 
DISPUTE GOES BACK TO 1857; 
STATEMENTS OF BOTH SIDES 


Government Alleges Catholic Priests Meddled 
in Politics, Clergy Denies This and 
- Charges Persecution. 


By the Associated Press, 
MEXICO CITY, July 31.—The 


dramatic struggle between the Ro- 
man Catholic Church and the Mex- 
ican Government entered its crucial 
phase as the new Government re- 
ligious regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the Contsitution of 1917, 


went into effect. 

President Callies has the military, 
administrative and judicial power of 
Mexico and the support of the Cor. 
federation of Labor. The church 
is supported by the 
League for Defense of 
liberty. 

The Government's stand is that 
the church and state must be kept 
separated and that the church must 
stay’ out of politics; the church’s 
stand is that it is being persecuted 
by a hostile Government which is 
threatening religious freedom and 
that it has not meddled in politics. 
Pope Pius has appealed to the 
faithful throughout the world in 
prayer for their Mexican colreli- 
gionists. 

The Government regulations in 
brief are: 

No foreign clergymen of any re- 
ligion may function in Mexico; 
church ownership of property is 
forbidden and ajl such property re- 
verts to the state; religious instruc- 
tion in elementary schools is forbid- 
den; religious orders such as con- 
vents and monasteries are forbid- 
den; priests and ministers are for- 
bidden to participate in poltics or 
to hold political meetings; to criti-

oppose the Constitution, laws or 
acts of the Government or to in- 
cite others to do so; outdoor re- 
ligious ceremonials and the wearing 
by priests of their religious robes 
outside of their churches or resi- 
dences are forbidden; publications 
of a religious nature are forbidden 
to comment ‘on the Government’s 
acts or to print news concerning the 
actions of the Government.” 

Punishments may range from a 
fine of 500 pesos, or 15 days’ im- 
prisonment or both, up to six years’ 
imprisomment, or “additional pun- 
ishment tases are not tried 
by juri , 4y magistrates. 

Enfo ment of these constitu- 
tional provisions, which date back 
to 1857 has always met with de- 
termined opposition by the church. 
Mora y del Rio, Archbishop of 
Mexico, in his order to all priests 
to cease conducting worship, says: 

“The regulations now issued by 
the Federal executive injure to such 
an extent the divine rights of the 
church intrusted to our guardian- 
ship and are so contrary to the 
Mexican constitutional rights, that 
it is impossible for us to yield 
further.”’ 

“The Government is attempting 
to end the ignorance of the Mex- 
ican workman resulting from 30 
years of tyranny and 10 years of 
revolution,” the labor confedera- 
tion statement says. 

President Calles has summed up 
his own attitude as follows: “In 
Mexico, from the time of inde- 
pendence to the present, the Cath- 
olic Church has been a constant 
political problem.”

In the capital thousands of Catho- 
lica visited their churches or 
shrines; the Cathedral here and 
the shrine of the Virgin of Guada- 
lupe were overwhelmed with wor- 
jshipers. Barefoot men, women and 
ehiféren trod the sun-baked road to 
Guadalupe, many of them with feet 
bleeding. Confirmations and bap- 
tlams and the merriage services 
were performed for thousands. In 
one church a priest performed 27 
marriages with only one ceremony

Church Jewels Worth Millions 
Claimed by State. 
By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, July 31.—tTitle 
to the jewels and treasures and al! 
property within church buildings, 
as well as the real estate and the 
buildings themselves, has been 
claimed by the Federal Govern- 
ment here for more than half a 
century. This claim is made by 
virtue of the laws and Constitu- 
the reform war. 
These forbid the church to own 
property in Mexico and declared all 
church property confiscated by the 
Government. The present Consti- 
tution of 1917 repeats the declara- 
tion that all church property  be- 
longs to the Federal Government. 

The Catholic authorities never 
have admitted, nor do they admit at 
present, the Federal Government’s 
Claim to title to church property. 

The Government’s contention is 
that it lends to worshipers church 
buildings, grounds, jewels and oth- 
er properties. 

It ig unofficially estimated that 
the jewels in Mexican Catholic 
churches alone are worth several 
million pesos. One of the most val- 
uable single pieces of jewelry is the 
crown of the Virgin of Guadalupe 
in the shrine of Guadalupe, just 
outside the capital. It is of gold 
studded with jewels and is valued 
at between 300,000 and 400,000 
Pesos (about $150,000). The fund 
to purchase the crown was raised 
years ago by popular subscription 
throughout Mexico. :

Loafing Around Still. 

Early Sunday morning Grooms 
and two companions went Scouting 
for moonshiners in the brush along 
the St. Francis River bottoms in 
the southwestern part of Dunklin 
County.

| Will Meek, a civilian. There has 
been extensive moonshining in that 
section, but there have been raids 
also.

Higlin and two other men who 
were around the still took to their 
heels. When they disregarded or- 
ders to halt, Grooms and Daily fired 
their pistols. The fire was not re- 
turned. Higlin fell, 
wounded, and his asscclates 
away. They have not since been 
apprehended. Higlin was not 
known as a moonshiner, and it is 
thought he was merely “loafing” 
around the still. 

Grooms sald he did not see Hig- 
lin before shooting, and did not 
aim to wound anyone. He _  re- 
ported he fired in the direction of 
Higlin’s companions, hoping to 
frighten and stop them; and that 
Higlin somehow came within 
range. The bullet entered Higlin’s 
baek, to the right of the spinal 
cord, and about six inches below 
the shoulder blade, and ranged up- 
ward and toward the front. 

Not Hesistins Arrest. 

Investigators said it was possi- 
ble that the bullet fired by Grooms 
had struck a tree and gianccd off 
to wound Higlin, basing this on the 
fact that the bark of a tree near 
the still had been nicked by a bul- 
let. 

A Coroner's jury, convened near 
the scene of the shooting, returned 
an open verdict, reading: “We, che 
jury, find that the deceased, Alex 
Higlin, came to death by gunshot 
wounds at the hands of T. G. 
Groom in the exercise of his duty 
as an officer, and from the evidence 
given, Higlin was making no effort 
at resistance and was only making 
an effort to escape.” 

The warrant was issued by Jus- 
tice of the Peace Long of Buffalo 
Township after an affidavit had 
been filed by Prosecuting Attorney 
Billings, who said the ovidence in- 
dicated the killing was unjusti- 
fiable. The preliminary hearing will 
be before Justice Long.

Even the veterans may be divid«d 
by this move, and Quezon’s re- 
election over Gen. Felipe Agon- 
cillo of Batangas is made rmore 
certain. It is predicted that Quc- 
zon wil] win five to one. 

But Quezon, who 1s head of the 
Supreme National Council, an ail- 
arty independence movement, feels 
that Aguihaldo is still honored in 
America, where his adhesion to 
Gov. Gen. Leonard Wood is hamp- 
ering the Quezon policy, so it is 
hoped, evidently, that discrediting 
publicity may modify. American 
opinion.

She had been shot only 
once. 

The “dead woman is known to 
have carried insurance amounting 
to nearly $75,000. Her property is 
worth as much more. Most of her 
business dealings were with Ne- 
groes. ' 

The only clew in the Knox kill- 
ing was the track of an automobile 
tire which was traced to Mrs. Car- 
mody’s home and subsequently 
identified as the property of Allen 
Thomas, Negro. Authorities learned 
that Mrs. Carmody had been party 
to financial aid gtven Thomas in 
the purchase of an automobile.

Thus, in- 
stead of importing wheat from this country, Italy is 
concentrating on its own wheat crop and it is said 
that in ten years, barring bad harvests, Italy will be

Mr. St. John seems 
to think that a county resident owes 


something to the city of St. Louis, be- 
cause he has a chance to make a living 
there. He ig about 50 years behind the 
times. That day is past when the em- 
Ploye owes anything to the employer be- 
sides the service he renders for the 
wages he receives. When I go to St. 
Louis and sell my daily labor to a St. 
Louls man, I give him value received for 
every dollar he pays me, and when I re- 
turn to my home in St. Louis County I 
owe neither my employer nor St. Louis 
a single, solitary cent. We are even, be- 
cause he paid me wages and I gave him 
service in exchange. However, when 1 
spend in St. Louis the money I earn, then 
St. Louls owes me something, because 
I have taken my earnings and, instead 
of spending them in the county where 
I live, have assisted to keep the stores 
in St. Louis open. St. Louis does not 
feed and clothe our families, as Mr. St. 
John says, but we furnish labor to St. 
Louis that they may have trouble to get 
otherwise, and for that labor we are 
simply paid what we earn. 

St. Louis owes a great deal more to 
the county residents who furnish the la- 
bor needed than the county owes to St. 
Louis for furnishing employment.

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THE GOULD ERA AND OUR OWN. 


An echo of the Gould era was neard yesterday 
when the Interstate Commerce Commission reported 
on its five-year investigation into the financial opera- 
tions of the Western Pacific and D. & R. G. railroads, 
which resulted in the insolvency of both. The inci- 
dent has a modern counterpart in the case of the 
C. M. & St. P. railroad. 

Gould built’ the Western Pacific to complete his 
chain of railroads across the country, although ample 
facilities already existed for traffic moving between 
the Pacific Coast and the Rockies. The financial 
burdens of the project were saddled on the little D. 
& R. G., which in 1905 accepted obligations which 
were beyond its ability to fulfill. The territory 
traversed by the Western Pacific, desolate and moun- 
tainous, could not develop traffic enough to support it, 
and the Coast-to-Rockies through traffic had to be 
divided with other railroads. : 

The ruin of the Western Pacific and its supporter, 
the D. & R. G., followed logically. Before it took 
on the dead horse, the D. & R. G. was a profitable 
railroad, and the Commission condemns severely 
the use to which Gould put its resources. 

It will be interesting to see what the Commission 
will have to say about the C. M. & St. P., which went 
into receivership about a year ago. The cause of 
its downfall was an over-ambitious project by which 
its line was extended to the Pacific Coast through 
sparsely settled territory which already was being 
served by other transcontinental lines. Many mil- 
lions were spent on the C. M. & St. P.’s extension, 
and it was advertised as one of the most perfectly 
constructed roads in the world. But, like the Western 
Pacific, it had everything but the traffic, and in time 
put itself and its parent company on the rocks.® 

We think of the Gould era as one of reckless 
extravagance and mismanagement of railroads. But, 
in the case of the C. M. & St. P, we have a striking 
reminder that all of the high-flying was not confined 
to that period. And, for that matter, no railroad 
scheme of the old days can compare in daring and 
magnitude with the one recently concocted by the

As soon as the méal 
is over take the cold fish from 
the bones, flake it, place it in a 
covered dish in the ice box for one 
or more of the uses suggested. 


Broiled Haddock. 


Take thrée slices of a large had- 
dock, remove the bones of two 
slices, brush over with melted but- 
ter, lay on a greased broiler and 
broil carefully. Dust with pepper 
and salt, dish on a hot platter 
and garnish with fresh watercress. 
Serve with it a hot tareen of melt- 
ed butter to which a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice, a teaspoonful of 
green fennel seeds and a little pa- 
prika have been added. Boil afd 
flake the other slice for creaming. 


Poached Salmon.

The Vegetable 
Cocktail for 
Hot Weather 


By HANNAH WING. 


HE summer  cocktail—legiti- 

mate of course—which intro- 

duces the meal, is chosen for 
its refreshing, cool succulence. For 
this reason it is often made of 
cut fruit. To be at all appetiz- 
ing the fruit must be clean cut 
in small pieces with no crushing 
and no ragged edges showing. 
Above all things, it must be cold 
—very cold, and while it should 
be juicy, it should.naver bo clop- 


Now, it is our contention that 
there are vegetables which have 
these qualities of coolness and 
succulence which give the same 
stimulus to the appetite that the 
fruit cocktail does. For instance, 
who can think of eating tomatoes 
and cucumbers without some én- 
thusiasm? To introduce them in- 
to a cocktail try this formula: 

Select three firm, fairly small, 
smooth tomatoes. Scald, peel and 
chill before cutting. Cut in fair- 
ly fine dice and mix lightly with 
a small slender cucumber, also 
péeled, chilled and cut in dice. 

Prepare a dressing for marinat- 
ing of four tablespoons oil, one 
teaspoon of powdered sugar, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, a quarter 
of a teaspoon of paprika, a dash 
of curry powder, a tablespoon of 
Worcestershire sauce and three 
tablespoons of mild vinegar. 
Marinate the cut vegetables § in 
this and let chill until ready to 
serve. 

Place in cocktail glasses, add- 
ing the dressing in which marinat- 
ed, and garnish with a dash of 
finely-chopped olives or cress. 

Even the devotees of clam or 
crab cocktail should like this! 

Mint is very acceptably intro- 
duced with the hot weather cock- 
tail in this fashion: 

Use six rather small, sour or- 
anges. Separate the orange into 
sections and remove the thin skin 
with a pair of _ scissors. Chill

To Beautify the Hair

be cured. 

She has been troublec with this 
malady for several years and has 
tried almost every remedy known 
in an effort to have a healthy 
scalp. 

After trying many cures and liv- 
ing through the disappointment 
that came when they failed she 
finally went to her physician and 
asked his advice. He scolded her 
soundly, saying: 

“If women would only bring 
such problems to doctors in the 
first place they’d save themselves 
much time and money, as well as 
disappointment.” 

Fe wrote out a prescription for 
her giving her the directions for its 
use, as well as some other direc- 
tions as follows. 

The tonic is made up of the fol- 
lowing: 

20 grains of resorcin. 

2 grains of bichloride. 

50 per cent alcohol. 

Made jnto four ounces liquid. 

To use this tonic the scalp should 
be massaged vigorously for 10 min- 


utes to stimulate circulation and 
loosen the dandruff. Then, using a 
small pad of cotton, cover the en- 
tire scalp with the medicine, allow- 
ing it to dry In. This should be 
done daily for one week, when the 
hair should be shampooed with a 
good soap. Repeat this treatment 
until all trace of the dandruff has 
disappeared. 

Because dandruff is a germ dis- 
ease and because each flake will 
spread; more dandruff, it is neces- 
sary to wash all brushes and combs 
used each day. A medicated soap 
should be used, Or else these arti- 
cles should be allowed to stand for 
a few minutes in water that has a 
generous amount of antiseptic in it. 

New hat linings must be put in 
all hats at the beginning of this 
treatment and kept fresh tuntil the 
scalp is entirely well. If it proves 
too expensive, either wash the lin- 
ing each time the hat is worn, rins- 
ing it good in antiseptic water, or 
tack a strip of medicated gauze 
bandage just inside the band of the 
hat. This latter method is the least 
expensive and also the easiest way 
of handling the situation.
